SERVICES ANSWERS 
150 CALLS PER YEAR 


The University of Maine at Oro- 
no’s volunteer fire services team 
averages about 150 calls per year 
and of these, 50 are calls which 
require action to quell a fire or 
other hazard. However, fire pre- 
vention is the principal activity of 
this group which ineludes six stu- 
dents and 11 university employees. 
Student volunteets are particularly 
effective in their assistance with 
equipment maintenance. Student 
volunteers must have previous 
training in fire fighting and pre- 
ferably experence working in a 
fire department,

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STATE POLICE SUGGEST 
DUSK AND DARKNESS CAUTION 


The State Police offer suggestions 
to ‘help citizens to protect them- 
selves during the hours of dusk 
and darkness, 

“As the days shorten, motorists 
and pedestrians should be aware of 
what they can do to save them. 
selves and possibly others from 
death or injury on Maine roads,” 
said Gol, Allan H, Weeks, Chief 
of the Maine State Police, 

Col. Weeks advised motorists to 
“take it easy—don't speed through 
twilight—and stay alert’. 

He said a motorist should turn 
on the low beam headlights at the 
first hint of dusk to help a driver 
ahead to see their oncoming vehi- 
cle. 

Also, a clean windshield (outside 
and inside) is always advisable, 
but especially at dusk. 

The state police chief cautioned 
pedestrians to “always walk on the 
side walk if there is one; if there 
isn’t then walk on the left shoul- 
der of the roadway facing traffic”. 

Pedestrians are urged also to 
wear light, bright colored or re- 
flectorized clothing, and to carry 
a light. 

When crossing streets or high- 
ways where there are no intersec- 
tions or traffic signals, pedestri- 
ans should be especially careful 
about estimating the speed of on- 
coming vehicles. 


SENATOR WILLIAM COHEN 
From Washington 


Recent investigations by the 
Governmental] Affairs Committee, 
on which I serve, have revealed 
that the federal government is 
something of an “easy touch” when 
it comes to loaning money. 

The Office of Management and 
Budget has eslimated that outstand- 
ing federal] loans, delinquent taxes, 
overpayments to Social Security 
recipients, and other grant pay- 
ments add up to a staggering $175 
billion which is owed to Uncle 
Sam. What is more, Uncle Sam has 
not really tried to collect much of 
it. 


About $150 billion of the total is 
in long-term loans, many of which 
are being honored. But the OMB 
reports that $47 billion of the out- 
standing loans, which came due 
Sept. 30, experienced a 50% de- 
linquency rate. The federal govern- 
ment either could not or would not 
collect $25 billion, 

The magnitude of the federal 
government’s debt collection prob- 
lem is alarming, The figures cited 
by the OMB indicate that immedi- 
ate and effective measures must 
be taken to strengthen the govern- 
ment’s ability to collect delinquent 
debts, 


Apparently, collection efforts are 
given a low priority throughout the 
federa] bureaucracy, Staffs respon- 
sible for overseeing repayments 
have been reduced to the mini- 
mum. Record keeping is poor or 
non-existant, 

It is much easier, obviously, to 
dispense money than it is to en- 
sure that the government is re- 
paid. Individual agencies must be 
made more accountable for their 
loan programs, and staffs must be- 
come more aggressive in seeking 
repayment. 

I view this record as another 
symptom of poor matiagement in 
government, Programs designed to

Some examples of loan programs 
suffering from a high default rate 
indicate the laxity with which the 
federal government treats debt 
collection. 


Student loan programs, which 
have had a notorious record of de- 
faults, currently carry $2.2 billion 
in uncollected debts. But one inves- 
tigation found a successful loan 
program. for Cuban students that 
disintegrated when the collections 
staff was dismantled in 1976. At 
the time the pay back rate was ex- 
ceptional, with less than $1 million 
owed on the total of $34 million 
loaned. Today, in the same proa- 
gram, more than $20 million is 
delinquent, 

One program at the Department 
of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment allowed individuals who had 
already defaulted on a loan to re- 
ceive another, In addition, HUD 
employed only 56 people to police 
55,000 delinquent joan accounts. 


As part of our efforts to reduce 
federa] spending and to balarice 
the budget, Congress has attempt- 
ed to identify and to eliminate 
wasteful expenditures, and to de- 
termine those areas where spénd- 
ing can be reduced easily. It is 
also appropriate that we look at 
the high cost of government from 


a different angle, and take action 


to ensure that money which is 
owed to Uiicle Sam is collected.

SNOWE INTRODUCES BILL 
CALLING FOR NATIONAL 
EXPLORATION CONFEREN 2E 

U. S. Rep, Olympia J, Snowe (R- 
Maine) has introduced a bill call- 
ing for a national] conference to 
explore the ‘burgeoning federal 
system of government. 

“At present, responsibility for 
governance is fragmented among 
the many governments in our sys- 
tem,” Rep. Snowe told her col- 
leagues in a speech on the House 
floor. Citing the existence of some 
80,000 governmental units from the 
federal government down to the 
loca] level, she said the system “is 
inefficient, unaccountable and a 
poor means of delivering public 
services. If you doubt this, try to 
find where the buck stops at any 
level of this maze. I wish you 
luck.” 

Making up the various levels of 
government, she said, are 41,000 
cities and counties; 1,600 school 
districts; 23,000 special districts; 
and 1,8000 regional governments 
and organizations, “At one time 


sponsibilities of these govern- 
ments were neatly defined,” she 
said. “But today, we face a confu-

DIFFERENCES IN BRITISH 
AND AMERICAN SCHOOL 
SYSTEMS NOTED 


The chief differences between 
British and American school sys- 
tems are the United States’ colorful 
textbooks and its system of elemen- 
tary and secondary school coun- 
seling, This is the opinion of two 
British teachers who have been vis- 
iting the University of Maine at 
Orono’s College of Education.
